6. (Previously Presented) A composition comprising a pharmaceutically 
acceptable carrier, and as active ingredient a therapeutically effective amount of a compound as 
claimed in claim 1 . 

7. (Previously Presented) A process for preparing a composition as claimed 
in claim 6 wherein a therapeutically effective amount of a compound as claimed in claim 1 is 
intimately mixed with a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier.

13. (Previously Presented) A method of antagonizing a CRF receptor in a 
warm-blooded animal, comprising administering to the animal an effective amount of a 
compound of claim 1 . 

14. (Previously Presented) A method of treating a disorder manifesting 
hypersecretion of CRF in a warm-blooded animal, comprising administering to the animal an 
effective amount of a compound of claim 1 . 

15. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 14 wherein the disorder is 
selected from depression, an anxiety-related disorder, a feeding disorder, stress-induced immune 
suppression, stroke, Cushing's disease, infantile spasms, epilepsy, seizure, and an inflammatory 
condition. 

16. (Original) The method of claim 15 wherein the feeding disorder is 
anorexia nervosa, bulimia or irritable bowel syndrome. 
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
